The Sealing 1 Schooner Edward 
Webster Completes an Event- 
ful Cruise- 



Raiding- the Copper Islands — How 
Capt McLean Heaped His Seal 
Skin Harvest, 



San Francisco, Oct. 3. — The sealing, 
schooner Edward K, Webster, Capt, Mc- 
Lean, arrived in port, this morning, from 
the north, uftcr au absence of seven 
months. According to stories told on board 
tbo vessel, and by members of the crew, 
there hare been lively limes for all hands. 
A mutiny occurred on board the schooner 
when she was in the vicinity of the Copper 
Islands ; eight of the crew refused to go in 
the boats when commanded to do so, and 
dipt. McLean ordered them sent below r 
where he kept them without anything to 
cat for a number of hours until they would, 
consent to go out in the boats and kill seals 
on Copper Island. 

Capt. McLean of tho Webster is a brother 
of Capt. McLean of the Hamilton Lewis, 
which vessel was seized in the Behring's 
Sea by tho Russian gunboat Aleut. Ou ar- 
riving nt Copper Island, both schooners 
joined forces, and twelvo boats were sent 
ushoro to catch lis many seals as possible. 
The ci'ows of the bouts were anxious to do 
as much service us possible, uv.il the senlB 
were slaughtered in a fushion that was 
highly remunerative to tbe captains of the 
Webster and the Lewis. After killing a 
large number of seals the Russian author- 
ities took a hand in the matter, und, with- 
out any warning, fired volley after volley, 
on the sealers. . 

As affairs commenced to look decidedly; 
bad for the hunters they made ullspeed pos- 
sible to their boats, for their respective ves- 
sels, and reached them after a hard pull. 
Notwithstanding this fact the captain oE 
the Webster again ordered his crew off on 
the day following that of the trouble and 
they refused to go. Two of the crew, James 
(jlnlightly and Win. A. Hubbard, were 
placed in irons, and fed on bread and water 
for a number of days. The crew Btato that; 
Captain McLean hus acted' in a cruel man- 
ner towards them ever since the first boat 
was lowered, and until the revolt occurred, 
and has shown them little mercy. 

As soon as the Webster came to anchor 
she was boarded by a reporter, but in the 
absence of the captain the lirst mate refused 
to disclose the facts relating to the trouble, 
ami denied that the schooner I id been in- 
the vicinity of Copper Island, When asked 
bow many skins tbo vessel hud, the number 
was given at 1,300, but from other sources 
it was learned that the crew had succeeded 
in securing many more. All efforts to 
secure the story ol the mutiny proved Itiliie, 
and it wus not until tho crew was found at 
a sailors' boarding house that the taut was 
made known that the Webster had been 
bunting for seals in the vicinity of Copper 
Island. 

Hubbard, one of the men in irons, state* 
that the crew of tbe Webster would have 
taken their lives in I heir hands had they 
made a second attempt to reach Copper 
Island, us the Russian soldiers were waiting 
for them. As it was, bo says the bullets 
played a tune about the heads of the per- 
sons in the bout when they were leaving. 
Edward Henry and Jack Cleveland went 
ashore, at Unga, and saw at Lydne und 
Houghs' stores tho notice commanding seal- 
ers not to enter BehritigSca. They knew the 
Webster's destinatinu was Copper Island 
and the Pribyloff group, so they fried 
to desert. Capt. McLean and u couple of 
the hunters chased them with shot-guns 
and rifles. The two sailors were shot ut 
repeatedly, and Cleveland was slightly 
wounded in tho leg. At, this the men gave 
lip and Were taken luck to the schooner. 
They were required to man the bout. Mc- 
Lean could not punish them. 

The Webster escaped at Sund Point, and 
joined the schooner Kate and Annie. Alto- 
gether the crew of the Webster has bad a 
more exciting time than the men of any 
other of the vessels that have returned to 
port so fur.

TH.K NEW TELEGRAPH LINE. 

A (Jr. at ImproYcmnnt— Thn Imv ndlnii Change 
Hall id With Satlsfactlou by Busi- 
ness Men. 

To-morrow morning, Mr, J. Wilson, 
manager of the C.P.R. telegruph, leaveB 
here in tho Douglas, biking with him lino- 
men, two telegraph operators, instruments, 
and all necessury artieh a for changing the 
present Government telephone line, running 
from Cape Boalo to this city, into a tele 
graph line. It is his intention to make live 
stations. The first will be ut Otter Point, 
the second at some point yet to he decided 
on, tho third ut San Juan, the fourth at 
Cartrjunah, und t lie fifth at Cape lieale. The 
present lighthouse keepers at Carmonah and 
Cape Iicale will become telegraph operators, 
and the other points will ho supplied with 
new men. The C.P.R. Telegraph company 
puts in all instruments and material ut its 
own cost, and will operate tho line for the 
Government, the latter paying the wagesof the 
operators, who, however, are directly under 
orders from Mr. Wilson. It has been found 
thut the government telephono is too long 
to ha worked with any satisfaction, and it 
has, in reality, long since ceased to be de- 
pended on for accurate information. Af- 
fairs will in future he altogether different. 
The seullng fleet will be u 11 placed on the 
shipping register, and each vessel will be 
given a number, so that information can be 
received lure on the arrival of any vessel 
oil" Cape lieale, und her name can be known 
for u certainty. Then, again, all ships and 
steamers will be beard from immediately on 
coming in sight of the Cape, and, we are 
informed, that the company will lose no 
time in supplying the press with all news 
of this character immediately on receipt of 
it here. It is expected that in a week the 
line will be in full running order. A most 
interesting fact about the change is that the 
wire will be the most westerly telegraph on 
the continent of America.

THE EXHIBITION. 

The exhibition was a surprise to every 
one. It seemed only the other ilay that the 
agitation to get exhibition buildings ami 
grounds, worthy of Victoria, was com- 
menced. Very few had any idea that, be- 
foro the time came for holding the exhibi- 
tion, grounds would be procured and pre- 
pared and the necessary buildings erected. 
But the work was in the hands of energetic 
aud enterprising men, and in an astonish- 
ingly short space of time everything was 
done. A really tine exhibition building was 
built, and a poultry annex and cittle sheds 
and stalls erected. When the exhibition 
season arrived the preparations were com- 
pleted. Every one connected with this 
work deserves the greatest credit, for it 
could not have been dene if those engaged 
in it had not exerted themselves to the 
utmost. 

The exhibition itself was better in almost 
every respect than could have been 
expected, even by the most hopeful. Ex- 
hibitions in Victoria had, hitherto, been 
nothing to boast of, and many were afraid 
that, notwithstanding the energy ami zeal 
of tiie president, the secretary, and the 
other directors of the Association, the ex- 
hibition would be a small affair, lint it 
was, when ever) thing is taken into con- 
sideration, very much the reverse. The 
show was worthy of the city, and, consider- 
ing the time which the managers had for 
gutting it up, a really wonderful one. The 
number, variety, and quality of the ex- 
hibits would have done credit to a much 
older province in which exhibitions had 
been long established. Their arrangement, 
too, was excellent. Wherever the eye of 
the visitor rested it was gratified. Every- 
thing hail been done with good taste and 
with a due regard to fitness as well as to 
be.iuty. The visitors were more than satis- 
lied. The only person who mule any 
e implniut in our hearing was the President 
of the Association. He said that only a 
beginning bad been made, and that next 
year there would be a Machinery Hall ami 
other improvements. He regretted the ab 
s :nce of agricultural implements, which he 
considered should he a leading feature in 
exhibitions of the kind held here this year. 

Tho sports provided for the amusement of 
the visitors were well managed, and eon 
tributed greatly to the general enjoyment. 
We may mention here that the good order 
observed was most creditable dike 
to the Association and to the 
visitors. Nothing unseemly was either 
seen or heard on tho grounds during 
the four exhibition days, ami the same 
decorum was observuble in the city. There 
was no disorder of any kind. It seemed to 
us that there was no need of policemen any- 
where. A more orderly city than Victoria 
was during the four exhibition days, when 
it was crowded, could not, we verily believe, 
li : found on this continent. The exhibition 
was, from first to lust and in every respect, 
a most gratifying success, and the President 
and Directors of the Association, and those 
who aided tliem so willingly and so vigor- 
ously arc to be heartily congratulated on 
the result" of their disinterested and public 
spirited laW>rs. 



.4A T IMPARTIAL REPORT. 

Son e of the mott partisan nnd least 
inlluintia.1 of the Opposition newspapers 
have stigmatized the report of the majority 
of the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions as a " white-wathing report," and 
they reproach the majority of Parliament 
with having "white-washed" .Sir Hector 
Latigovin. But the independent news- 
papers, best qualified to judge, have come 
to a very different conclusion. The Toronto 
Mail, which, in many matters, is the Gov- 
ernment's severest critic, eays : 

" Parliament, during the present session, 
haa boon engaged in political enquiries 
touching the honor of Members of the 
House and Ministers of tho Crown. One 
of these investigations has been pursued by 
a Urge commiltoo composed of the leading 



lawyers of the House, and, on the whole, 
thewoikof this committee has been doue 
fairly anil without an endeavor to stretch 
tho evidence on the one hand, or to conceal 
it on the other ; or to unduly favor or pre- 
judice the accused. Tho Privileges and 
Elections' Committee 1ms proven itself 
a very just tribunal, und tho 
reports of tho majority and the minority, 
which agree in so many important partic- 
ulars, testify to the desire of the members 
to he impartial." 

This, any one who has read the reports 
carefully and examined the evidence on 
which they aro based, must admit is an 
intelligent ond a fair decision. The 
majority report has not white-washed Sir 
Hector Langevin, We would not be at all 
surprised to heir, by-and-by, that the late 
Minister considers that he has boon harshly 
and unfairly treated by his party. He may 
interpret the report as eon /eying the most 
severe censure, and may believe that it was 
drawn up with the express intention of 
driving him from public life, aud of pre 
venting his ever again holding an ollice of 
honor aud emolument under the Crown. It 
seems to us that, looking at the report 
from his standpoint and with his views of 
the obligations of party loyally, it is by no 
means unnatural tint he should come to 
these conclusions. It will, we believe, bo 
found that the majority of the committee 
oa Privileges and Elections will meet with 
the treatment generally accorded to men 
who do strict justice in cases id' this kind. 
They will be condemned by tho extreme 
men of both sides, hut their decisions will 
be approved by disinterested and intelligent 
m in of moderate views of all parties. 

A COINCIDENCE. 

We have been so unfortunate us to arouse 
the ire of the organ of the Opposition, and 
it expresses its anger in its usual way. 
This is unfortunate, but wo do not intend 
to be entirely crushed under tho weight of 
its indignation. It regards it as absurd 
that the Dominion Government should have 
acted with respect to the Frauds Bill in 
conformity with w hat we considered right. 
But there is the coincidence, let the Times 
make what it can of it tin September 5th, 
in our comments on Mr. Abbott's Hill, we 
said that to make it complete it should con- 
tain a clause making it an offence punish- 
able ly fine and imprisonment for a con- 
tractor for a public work or public service 
to subscribe to an election fund ; and some 
weeks afterwards a clause to this effect was 
added to the bill. 

We also said, that aa far as we know, the 
Colonist is the only newspaper in the 
Dominion which made the recommendation, 
and that the Liberal journals that tee had 
teen were silent on the Hubject. The Times 
in reply publishes a quotation from the 
Toronto Globe that had escaped our notice. 
It would have been more to the purpose if 
our contemporary had cited wdiat itself had 
said on the pernicious practice. It surely 
must see that there is no ground whatever 
for its accusation that we had sought to 
misrepresent the attitude of the Liberal 
Party on the subject, for we qualified our 
remark in a way that makes such an ac- 
cusation absurd. 

If the Liberals were so desirous, as our 
contemporary represents, to pu* a stop to 
the practice of contractors subscribing to 
election funds, how is it that some of their 
leading men did not move the insertion of a 
clause making such subscription illegal? 
Here was an opportunity of proving their 
sincerity that should not have been allowed 
to -lip. Hut the Times does not tell us that 
a single Liberal moved in the matter. 

Every one knons that talk is cheap and 
that many people who condemn bribery ami 
corruption are ready to resort to bribery 
and corruption whenever it can be done 
with any chance of safety. There 
is an instance of this which 
baa become historic in Canals, 
in which a Liberal politician figured quite 
prominently, but not altogether creditably. 
Who lias not heard of the "big pu.di" epi- 
sode, and the plausible excuse made by a 
leading Ontario Grit ho- having had re- 
course to corrupt practices to secure his 
return to Parliament, namely, that it whs 
right ''to light the devil with lire?" Be- 
sides, do not ill 1 ; records of the election 
courts prove thai the men who were loud 
in their denunciation of corruption, on the 
floor of the House of Commons, were not at 
all backward, ivh( n they h id ends of their 
own to serve, to use the v ery means they 
condemned 7 Perhaps the Times will tell 
us how many Liberal members of the House 
of Commons, during the McKenzie regime, 
in their scramble for boodle, violated the 
Independence of Parliament Act. 

A little reflection will show our contem- 
porary how much the protests of the Liberal 
members of Parliament against corruption 
arc worth. There are, in this world, [ oliti- 
cal prudes, the loudness and virulence of 
whos; protests against corruption cause 
those w ho hear them to conclude that there 
is reason to suspect the genuineness of 
virtue which considers it necessary to assert 
itself so clamorously and with such acer- 
bity. 



A Til A NS- A TLA NTIC C III TIC. 

The Saturday Review is not generally con- 
sidered urn able, but it is thought to be well 
i iformed. In i be remarks, however, which 
it makes with respect to Sir Charles Top- 
per's exposition of Imperial Confederation 
it shows th it it knows very little indeed 
about the state of public opinion in tho 
colonies on that question. Canadians know- 
that the hulk of the pjnplo have never given 
the question so much as a thought. Tho 
agitation in its favor has hitherto been con- 
fined to a comparatively few people wdio 
have takon up what tho public gener- 
ally regards as a "fad." It is 
quite trae that the advocates of 
Imperial Confederation in this Dominion 
are gentlemen of much moro than ordinary 
intelligence, but the discussion oven among 
them bus been, so far, almost purely academ- 



ic, and tho greater number of them do not 
look upon Sir Charles Tupper's attempt to 
bring tho question within the sphere of 
practical politics with any great favor. 
W bother Sir Charles Tupper's proposals aro 
absurd or not, it is ridiculous to bold the 
"average . lonist " responsible for them, 
for the very simple and sufficient reason 
lhat he knows nothing whatever about 
them. 

Colonists, as a rule, do net expect the 
Mother Country to make any great sueri- 
li;es for them. They are well pleased to bo 
let alone to manage their own affairs in tho 
way they see best. The question of making 
trade concessions to Groat Britain, or of 
asking her to make trade concessions to 
them, has not come before Cauadiuus, at 
any rate, in anything like a practical shape. 
Col. Vincent's theories have not yet reached 
the body of the people, and we do not think 
that, w hen they are submitted to them, they 
will be received at all favorably, 

The British people in the colonies are as 
much British us their kinsmen at home. 
They have no love for doctrinaire politics. 
They are eminently practical and conserva- 
tive. Tbcy are quite willing that matters shall 
go on as they are, ami they turn a deuf car to 
all proposals for change. When changes in 
their relations with the Mother Country 
b ironic necessary, they will, no doubt, be 
made, but the necessity must be apparent, 
and even urgent. It seems tons that the 
first change that is likely to be made will 
not be in the direction indicated by the 
Saturday Review, but in one directly the 
opposite. Colonists, both here and at 
the Antipodes, aro beginning to set- 
that it is hardly fair that the Old Country 
taxpayer should bear tho burden of defend- 
ing the whole empire. They feel that it is 
but right that they should contribute their 
fair s'.urc. How it is to be done they do 
not see \ery clearly, or what will be the 
consequences of their paying towards the 
common defence; but it seems to us quite 
certain that, when the contingency "arises, 
when the Mother Country requires the help 
of the colonies to defend the empire, help 
will le forthcoming. And we do not 
think that, when that time comes, the 
colonies w ill try to drive a hard bargain us 
regards trade or anything else, as the Satur- 
day Review appears to expect. Colonists, 
as fur as we can see, are not more " selfish " 
than are the subjects of theQueen who live at 
" Home," arrd we are quite 6ure that they 
are tor from expecting the Mother Country 
to make concessions to them for which they 
are not prepared to give a return which im- 
partial men, competent to decide, will con- 
sider adequate.

OUTRAGES IN BULGARIA. 



Premier StanibouTofT Turned Tyrant— 
Outrages Perpetrated Upon Those 
Opposed to Hiiu. 

The Situation Very Much Strained- 
Russia'H Eastern Game Reiug: 
Effectively Plaj'ed- 



London, Oct. 3. —Considerable uneasiness 
has been created in diplomatic circles by a 
despatch, this evening, from Phillopolis 
stating that gravo fears are entertained 
there at the prospects for the outbreak of u 
formidable insurrection. An English Lib- 
eral M.P., at present in Philopolis, tele- 
graphs that the trouble is duo to M. Stam- 
bou I off, the premier, who, he alleges, is try- 
ing to create a corrupt oligarchy devoted to 
his interests. Continuing, the correspond 
cut says : " In this endeavor, M. Stambou 
laff is supported by tho moral influence of 
Austria and England, which arc eager 
lind in him a tool against Russia. When 
the Russians withdrew all their officers 
from the country at tho time of the coward 
ly attack led by King Milan, subalterns 
and sergeants were promoted to replace 
them, and succeeded to the enormous pay 
which the liberators of Bulgaria had been 
in the habit of drawing. The army there- 
fore has generally supported M. Stambou- 
loll'. Nevertheless patriotism is stronger 
than self-interest, and a large proportion of 
the officers are secretly working for the 
constitutional party. Tho severity of the 
police system isunpnrallellctl,even in Russia. 
Wit liTB twelve hours after my arrival in 
Philopolis, my passport has been demanded 
three times, and on the last of these occa- 
sions I had to turn out of bed at an un- 
earthly hour to interview a peremptory 
gendarme. The correspondence of strangers 
is opened and often destroyed. Letters ure 
frequently delivered open, and there is not 
a single opposition paper in tho whole 
country. In 1SSS some 25 editors were 
imprisoned and since that time there has 
been no free expression of public opinion. 
The right of public meetings has been 
suspended and not a single promi- 
nent citizen, known to be in sympathy 
with the Government has escaped imprison- 
ment or expulsion. On tho 15th of March 
last an attempt was made to kill M. Stam- 
bouloff, and Slamboulofl" seized the oppor- 
tunity to destroy at one blow all those 
whom he looked upon as his rivals or 
enemies, especially those former colleagues 
who had remained true to the constitutional 
principles of which he himself was once the 
champion. Nearly ."00 persons were taken 
from their beds at night and removed to 
prison. About half of them have since been 
liberated. The treatment to which they 
have been subj icted can hardly bo paralleled. 
The result of these outrages is that Bulgaria 
is just now honeycombed with intrigues 
with which Russia bus no part, and needs 
but little to shatter the power of M . Stem- 
bottloff. M. Tontiolieff, Minister of Justice, 
has just resigned his portfolio because he 
insisted that KaravelotT" and his other fellow 
prisoners should have u f,iir and impartial 
trial.

Over Four Thousand People Assemble 
to Listen to the Veteran 
Statesman. 




He Reviews the Policy of the Present 
Administration— The Temper- 
ance Question. 



The Abolition of Hereditary Peers- 
Irish Home Rule— Labor 
Reform,. 



Newcastle. Oct 2,-Morfl tban 4,000 people 
woro packed in tho Tyneslde theatre tonight, 
to hoar Gladstone. The appearance of the 
noted statesman and his wife was tho sig nal 
for a prolonged ovation, with which Gladstone 
was obviously delighted. When quiet Had „« n 
restored Dr. Watson Moved and Durt Second- 
ed a resolution expressing atTdcllOn for and un- 
diminished conftdonoo In Gladstone Tho re- 
solution was carried with renewed acclama- 
tion. 

When tho ohooring had subsided Gladstone 
roso to apeak. Looking back to lSSti they saw 
ho said, what was believed to bo aoru*' (nR 
Liboral defeat. Hut during the yearn t Jftt |, m i 
since elapsed the horizon bad h^_ n|ened 
The' e were many preeuisors ot <• jrtrt |„ victory, 
and that victory could not m . far lliata , lt . 
Much bad been said about v „ lllU . conversion 
of tho national do*^ A u lh0 saving 
thereon, and '^ rt\ lie declared, bad 
already been ufaorbcd effaced from 

UlO pub'',, nccoutlls, not only by the 
onorr;,„us Increases In Hie charges for 
Supplies, and necessary civil votes of the 
country, but also the enormous increase in mil- 
Itary and nuvnl expenditun s. lie should like 
to have spoken on the government's foroign 
policy. The policy ol tho present admlnlstrn- 
tion had been well nigh tho inverse and rovoise 
of Lord Benconstlold. Justus tlio Liberals had 
endeavored [to make tho won of the Beacons- 
Hold udminst ration rilflloult because they 
thought it was doing 111, so they had striven to 
make tho work of tho present administration 
in its foreign policy easy, because they thought, 
so far as information went, that its spirit h 
undergone u beneficial change. "I shall indeed 
rejolo, continued Gladstone, "If before tho day 
comes for tho present administration to give 
up tho guosl it will bo possible for Lord i-ulis- 
bury to make an effort to relievo us of tho 
burdensome and embarrassing occupation of 
Kg ypt, which, as long as it lusts, must he a 
cause of weakness. 

Gladstone spoke a word of congratulatioi 
and bono in rcg ird to the temperance question 
reviewing tho work, an i added : 

Those approaching my pel iod of life may not 
witness it. but many ot you will see a thorough 
uud elllcicnt reform of the laws connected with 
tho trallic in alcohol, wit b acknowledgment ot 
tho right of ollnK populations to settle the 
imotio" whethn*. w"Mn thrtr borders, public 
lionses shall exist, '(Cheers.) 

Tim- lung Hie uiludiiuu of the abolition of 
hereditary peers, Gladstono s>id it isnt present 
rather in me shade, owing to the priority of 
•tho claims of other subiecis. He should not be 
sorry if ic would remain ill the sh ide longer, 
-provided the lease were gained by forbearauci 
and wisdom in dealing with public sentiment 
Ho warned the lion u of Lords, however, that 
it might make the matter a burning question 
if tho peers were templed to listen to the 
counsel given by Lord Salisbury when 
contemplated the possibility of a Liberal vic- 
tory, and reminded them that all — 



vould 



not bo over, even it tho Commons should pass 
the homo rale hill : that the House of Lords 
might interpose itself between tho judgmentof 
the nation and tho Incorporation of that judg 
ment in tho form of law. The Lords tr ed that 
ruse in IS 'I. thtouiihout the proceedings on iho 
Reform Bull, and underwent humiliation. Glad 
sLoiieiiimseir.in 18WI ttllU IStil, had the telicit} 
to bo in eonllict with the Lords, who hud, hi 
said, mad - a great battle upon the repeal of 
the paper duties, one of the moat difficult and 
important question! in tho whole free trndu 
controversy. "You know what 'he conse- 
quences have be. ui of the establishment of a 
free press, which has done more than any othc 
single cause to educate tho country, and to 
■which we mainly owe the vast extension of tin 
franchise, t-hould tho Lords bo seduced to ac 
copt tho deplorable suggestion of Salisbury 
they themselves will be llrstto repent it." 

Regarding registration reform, Gladstone 
said there was much in favor of giving it a for- 
ward placo on tho Liberal platform. 

Coming down to tho question of labor, be said 
the labor representation in Parliament must h 
extonded. Those charged with the manage 
ment of tho affairs of ihe party will exhibit the 
utmost disposition to assist wherever a con 
stituency is found fnvorabloto the claims of tho 
labor candidates. The constituency must bear 
the cost of the rcsl.lt ni oof those labor repre- 
sentatives in London. Nothing can bo clearer 
than the title of such members to receive such 
aid from the public treasury as will enable 
them to discharge the ta-k imposed upon them 
for the public benefit. Furthermore, It is 
among tho indispensable duties of the Liboral 
party, when in power, to establish district and 
parish councils to bring self-government to the 
door of the laboring man throughout the 
country, and to enact compulsory powers en- 
abling suitable bodies to acquire land, in order 
to place the rural population in nearer rela- 
tions 'o use and profit from the land they have 
so long tilled for tho benefit of others. (Great 
cheering.) 

uoniiug down to the question of i he hours of 
labor, Gladstone said ho views with satisfac- 
tion tho large reductions in the amount of toil 
exacted which his fellow citizens had achieved 
in the last twenty years. Ho wished well to 
all further leluctions it may be possible to 
achieve without violation of the rights of any 
man. Before assent ing 10 tho principle of a 
compulsory law bidding laborers to reduce 
labor to a certain number of hours daily, ho 
was };!nd to see a demons! ration that those who 
now received low wages tor long hours are tu 
receive at least better wages for shorter. He 
would give no absolute judgment upon the 
question, but recommended much circumspec- 
tion, much careful examination before proceed- 
ing with steps which may prove irretrievable, 
therefore it ought not to be prematurely 
adopted . 

Speaking of the Irish question, Mr. Gladstone 
Bnid lie was glad their opponents proposed to 
introduce a local gm eminent bill, hut it is 
death bed repentance, for this is the nixlh year 
of parliament. Tho government have pledged 
themselves not to adopt co rcion and not to 
use liiiilsh credit to purchase Irish laud ; also 
to Introduce local government. They have 
spent live years breaking two of these pledges: 
now, fa articulo mortis, they seek to redeem 
the remaining pledge. Such is t be clemency of 
the Liberal poly I but I inn sure their resolu- 
tion will be received with open arms. I admit, 
however, that the reason I rejoice it that local 
government must assist Ireland to obtain bor 
national lights. The Tory idea of local 
government, siid Mr. Gladstone, is an 
idle tale or' local government without 
control of the police. This is equivalent to 
proposing the creation of parliament without 
the power of regaluting taxation. In combat- 
ing tho assertion that the government of Ire- 
land had heot a pus 019, U'ndstonn at great 
length reminded bis hearers that what the 
present government called crime In Ireland, 
was - n (rraHftn co.nh|p«*in-. In s.-.-ure tcnnntS 

an undetermined right. No doubt these combin- 
ations Hoinollines uevolupeil crime, but the 
government ban not walti d for crime. Instead, 
they had interfered with private liberty Inn 
man n ir Hi t, would ml be tnlerntod in this 
country. Gladstone said be asked himself why 
their opponents pmcr-a in um, ioi tin in, hope- 
less struggle. It Ihhecnupo they are governed 
by the fVnrofan Irish nation. 

Tho reputation of a country is measured by a 
standard cushy gotten at, it it means what its 
neighbors think of It. I condemn a Tory ver- 
dict which was long ago pronounced by Eng- 
land, with reference to her conduct towards 
Ireland, Parliament will novor ovo-tako the 
arrears in public business until this terrible 
Irish poiley is out of the way. In the period to 
conic, It is clear thnt. it must bo either fiienu 
ship or onmity with Ireland. There baa been 
no other alternative before England for cen u 
ries, and during those ngefll enmity, not fi lend- 
ship, was chosen as the alternative. It was 
enmity with the states, not with tho people. 
Vou hBVO arrived at n point decisive in your 
history. It is for tho futiiro to say. After the 
next general election iIiih eiimiiy. it it con- 
Unties, will bo enmity with the people and not 
with tho stales. If Ireland is oppressed, hole- 
after, if will bo oppressed by you, people of 
England. The spectacle of nno people oppress- 
ing another Is the saddest, the most heartrend-

Sep- 
tembar 26'b, Summarized. 

Missouri Pacific lias broken nearly 10 
points, und the "street," disgruntled at 
this stoppage of the boom, holds Mr. 
(iotiid responsible. A reaction in stocks, 
however, was desirable lm- prudential as 
well as speculative reasons. The 
danger of a suddeu break was imminent ; 
and that i' did not occur sooner was 
simply due to the extraordinary character 
ut tne present market. The test of a re- 
action wus needed, both for assurance sake 
and to bring in new support; so broadening 
tin- basis lor further improvement, lie- 
sicli-s, active operators, w oo are important 
factors in all speculative movements, 
dislike a one - sided market ami 
prefer progre sive fluctuations. There is 
material in the present situation for the 
most active bull uiatket seen in years. 
Meanwliile, piudence will be necessary, as 
in future we look for sharper lluctuutions 
and incieised' manipulation. The recent 
upward movement on the Siock Kxcliange 
proved irresistible. Based on the soundest 
ut all foundations, the profuse generosity of 
nature, and a healthy national prospeiity, 
it is evidently impossible to seriously check 
th" snirit of buoyancy thus imparted. 

With assured plenty at honiu and scarcity 
abroad, the running classes of the United 
States have before thein a period of pros- 
perity to which they have lung been stran- 
gers. II tin- estimate that our wheat, corn, 
oat and cotton crops will prove worth two 
thousand millions of dollars, and there is no 
reason to doubt these figures, it is safe to 
assert that hundreds of millions of faini 
mortgages will be paid oil', in part or full. 
Contentment will succeed discontent 
amongst the farmers, and we shall hear less 
of the crazy curreucy and silver agitations 
which have held capital in fear and trem- 
bling the last, lew years. Another feature o_ 
strength is the foreign buying of 
American securities! opinion regard- 
ing American investments is again 
changing in their favor, for the obvious 
reason that they afford safer and better re- 
turns than tle.se of any other country, be- 
sides possessing a ready market at all times 
lor their sale. The threatening aspect of 
European politics only serves to strengthen 
this feeling. 

linglandhas usually been our best buyer ; 
but French purchases have recently been a 
feature, and even the Germans arc reported 
to bo increasing their holdings. This means 
still larger imports of gold than would have 
been sent simply in payment of our grain 
and cotton. We may look for some resis- 
tance, especially from the Bank of Eng- 
land, to our importing t»old ; but that the 
precious metal will have to come in largo 
sums is incvitab'o. Our wheat and other 
exports will demand gold in setlle- 
ment ; and if it pays tho foreigners 
bettor to hold our stocks than gold they 
will take the former and rel urn the latter, 
as indeed they ure already freely doing. All 
the best authorities iu Europe unite in say- 
ing that the United .States will 
draw heavy sums of gold from Europe, 
and nearly §8,000,000 will shortly arrive. 
Call loans have been steadily advancing, 
and the increasing probabilities of manipu- 
lation tended to raise tho price of stocks. 
Should gold continue to arrive as freely as 
at present expected, the chances of any 
protracted stringency in money will be 
greatly lessened.
